URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Coal 
and  Petroleum  Products  Control  Board 
Act,”  the  following  regulation  was  made  by  the 
Coal  and  Petroleum  Control  Board  on  the  13th 
day  of  November,  1941,  and  approved  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  on  the  19th 
day  of  November,  1941,  by  Order  in  Council 
No.  1582:— 

Whereas  powers  of  regulation  of  grades  and 
prices  of  gasoline  have  been  given  to  the  Oil 
Controller  under  the  laws  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  and  it  is  desirable  that  the  regulations 
heretofore  made  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Coal  and  Petroleum  Products  Control  Board 
Act  ”  be  revised  in  order  to  eliminate  any  con¬ 


flict  with  the  policy  and  orders  of  the  Oil  Con¬ 
troller  : 

And  whereas  the  Oil  Controller,  by  order 
numbered  008a  and  dated  September  26th, 
1941,  has  prescribed  grades  of  gasoline,  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  the  order  as  “  Grade  I.”  and 
“Grade  II.”: 

The  Coal  and  Petroleum  Control  Board  hereby

(Respecting  Prices  and  Grades  of  Gasoline.) 

1.  During  such  time  as  the  grades  of  gaso¬

All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  natui’e  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a

‘Catfaces’  are  irregular,  dark, 
leathery  scars  and  such  blossom  end  scars 
as  seriously  damage  the  tomato  when 
greater  in  area  than  a  circle  1  inch  in 
diameter,  or  when  rough  or  deep,  or  when 
channels  extend  deeply  into  the  fruit.
